“CITY OF SAN FRANCISCO” DERAILMENT 


IN NEVADA CAUSES TRAGEDY 


Sympathy for Bereaved and Admiration for Rescuers 
Expressed by President McDonald In Public Statement 


DEEPEST sympathy for the families 
of those killed and injured in the 
wreck of the streamliner City of San 
Francisco at Harney, Nevada, August 12, 
was the first expression of President A. 
D. McDonald in his first public comment 
on the wreck issued August 18 from San 
Francisco. 

“This is the first opportunity I have 
had to make any public statement re- 
garding the tragedy at Harney, Nevada, 
because of the many emergencies we 
Faced at the scene," said Mr, McDonald. 

"First, let me express our deepest sym- 
pathy to the relatives and friends of the 
passengers and railroad men who lost 
their lives in the wreck. I speak not only 
for myself personally but for all our of- 
ficers and employes when I say our hearts 
80 out to those who have suffered the 
irreparable loss of loved ones in this ter- 
rible catastrophe. Our great sympathy 
goes also to those who suffered injury 
and to those friends and relatives who 
waited in anguish while our people and 
many heroic volunteers strove by every 
means first to care for those who were 
injured and, secondly, to get word to the 
families and friends of those who were 
on the train, 

“I want to express publicly our thanks 
and admiration for the courage, endur- 
ance, and fortitude displayed under the 
most trying circumstances by passengers 
and train employes, including some who 
were injured. Also our sincerest appreci- 
ation goes to the doctors, nurses, residents 
of the vicinity, and railroad employes 
who hurried to the scene by all modes of 
transportation to assist in the rescue 
work, which was carried on promptly, 
efficiently and without hysteria. 

“Our people, immediately after per- 
forming their first urgent duty of getting 
ward through for relief, made a pre- 
liminary survey of the scene, including 
the tracks, which at once revealed the 
cause of the wreck, This evidence, aug- 
mented by later discoveries, fully sup- 
Ports the coroner's verdict that the wreck 
was caused by person or persons un- 
known moving or shifting a rail. 


How Dorailment Caused 


“Spikes were removed from ten ties 
and the bolts and angle bars which 
connect the two rails were also re- 
moved, This ‘permitted the criminal or 
criminals to force the rail four and five- 
eighths inches out of line, in which 
position it was spiked down to serve as 
a derailing switch. Care was taken how- 


ever not to interfere with the flexible 
bond wires between the two rails, 
which, if broken, would have auto- 
matically set the block signals at stop 
position and averted the tragedy, 

“Many clues as to the person or per- 
sons responsible for the wreck have 
been received, and every clue, however 
slight, is being fully investigated. This 
work will be pushed to conclusion as 
quickly as possible, with a view to appre- 
hending the guilty at the earliest possible 
moment. 

“AIE the evidence points to the fact 
that the wrecking of the streamliner was 
planned with craft and deliberation. The 
wrecker or wreckers chose a spot on a 
curved section of the track 169 feet from 
a bridge 33 feet over the Humboldt 
river, with deep embankments on both 
sides of the track, at an isolated location 
more than a mile from the nearest road 
and several miles from the nearest dwell- 
ing. The result was a tragedy that took 
the lives of mine passengers and 15 em- 
ployes and injured 108. 

“Terrible as this disaster was, it might 
have been worse had it not been for the 
strength of the modera lightweight 
equipment in the train. Of the 17 cars in 
the train, only five—two sleeping cars 
and three other cars—-were damaged to 
such an extent that they will have to be 
teplaced by new units. The other six 
sleeping cars were damaged to the extent 
of about $70,000, which is a relatively 
small amount considering the total cost 
of this equipment and the force of the 
impact ‘it experienced. While from time

to time in the future minor improvements 
and refinements will be made in the con- 
struction of equipment, the City of San 
Francisco, from the standpoint of safety 
of passengers and crew, was the best that 
could be humanly devised. 

“The rail in the tracks where the ac- 
cident occurred was of 130-pound weight 
per yard, as heavy and as strong rail as 
there is on our railroad, and the rail was 
in perfect condition. The track was 
heavily baflasted with crushed rock. The 
ties were in first class condition. Our 
signal equipment is as fine as any in the 
world. But despite the use of all protec- 
tive devices and mechanical safeguards 
and despite constant vigilance of inspec- 
tioa, we were powerless to prevent the 
act that sent the City of San Francisco to 
disaster. 

“Southern Pacific is the oldest railroad 
in the West, its great family of officers 
and employes being bound together by 
many years of association. Many of our 
present force are of the second and third 
generation of loyal Southern Pacific men 
and women. Our feeling against the per- 
son or persons responsible for this 
tragedy cannot he expressed in words and 
to the fuil extent of our facilities and 
our individual abilities we are aiding in 
the hunt for the guilty, 


FBI on Case From Start 


“Assisting in this hunt is the Federal 
Bureau of Lnvestigation, U. §. Depart- 
ment of Justice. In response to my tele- 
graphic request J. Edgar Hoover, direc- 
tor of the bureau, issued instructions 


O NOT let the Nevada train wreck undermine your confidence in railroads. 
The wreck was not the fault of the Southern Pacific management or of any 
member of the crew. The railroad uses every modern device and the train that was 
wrecked was constructed of the best possible materials. Had old- fashioned wooden 
coaches made up that train, few would have survived. 

The disaster was due to a maniac. Nevada peace officers and the sailioad could 
not possibly have thwarted his scheme except by accidentally finding him at work 
on the rail, The maniac might have caused as many deaths by other means, such as 
setting fire to a building in which many were sleeping, undermining the founda- 
tions of'a bridge carrying heavy traffic or running wild with a gun in a busy street. 

The Southern Pacific, operated by loyal and efficient Americans, remains one of 
the safest means ‘of transportation, serving through s summer's hedt and winter's 
storms, .a great section of the United States. : 


‘immediately to his agents.to proceed at 
‘once by airplane and automobile to the 
scene of the wreck to investigate the 
‘cause and locate as quickly as possible 
the guilty person or persons. Mr, 
‘Hoover's agents are working night and 
day on the case, and the remarkable 
success of his department in appre- 
hending kidnappers and lawbreakers 
justifies the belief that the person or 
persons responsible for the wreck will 
soon be apprehended, 

“Southern Pacific railroad police are 
actively at work on the case and state, 
county, and Jocal police officers of 
Nevada, including the state highway 
patrol officers, are cooperating with Mr. 
Hoover's agents in every way. 

“In conclusion, I express our gratitude 
to the press and the public for their 
sympathetic reception and treatment of 
the news of the wreck. From all sides 
came expressions of true regret and 
sympathy. News reports were as accurate 
as could be expected under the trying 
circumstances, and editorial comment of 
the newspapers was a well deserved 
tribute to the heroism of passengers and 
crew and a just condemnation of the per- 
son or persons responsible for this mur- 
der of innocent persons.” 


Streamliner Takes 
‘City of SF’ Run 


MODERN streamlined train was 

placed in operation August 23 
from Chicago and August 26 from San 
Francisco to take over the run of the 
derailed “City of San Francisco,” pend- 
ing repairs to the latter's equipment and 
replacement of five units damaged be- 
yond restoration. All space was sold out 
for a number of days prior to the train’s 
first eastbound sailing. 

Jointly operated by Southern Pacific, 
Union Pacific and Chicago & North 
Westetn railroads, the substitute stream- 
liner closely resembles its predecessor in 
appearance and color scheme, having 
taken over its name and also its fast 
schedule of 3934 hours between termi- 
nals, It is powered by a two-car Diesel- 
electric unit, and carries 10 passenger 
cars.and a baggage car. 

Passenger cars in the train comprise 
one coach, a two-car diner unit, six 
streamlined sleeper cars and an observa- 
tion-lounge car. Equipment for the 
streamliner was provided by the three 
roads and the Pullman Company. 

Pullman accommodations consist en- 
titely of private room space. There are 
86 rooms in all, of which 35 are room- 
ettes, five drawing rooms, nine compart- 
ments and 37 bedrooms. The accommo- 
dations of the derailed streamliner in- 
cluded only 60 rooms. 

De luxe service on the Overland 
Route. is also being provided as usual by 
the~'Forty-Niner,” along with the 
“Treasure Island Special,” in operation 
for the summer season.

BOARD OF INQUIRY'S FINDINGS 


Malicious Tampering with Rails, with Intent 
to Derail Streamliner, Found Cause of Wreck 
ONVENING ia Carlin, Nevada, on 


opening, which was constructed at night 


the morning of August 19, a Board 

of Inquiry, consisting of Chairman J. C. 
Goodfellow, superintendent of Southern 
Pacific's Salt Lake division; Otis Weeks, 
division engineer, S. P. Company; J. E. 
Stone, master mechanic, §. P. Company; 
David Dotta, mayor of Elko, Nevada, and 
Ita Pearce, merchant, also of Elko, con- 
ducted an exhaustive investigation of the 
cause of the derailment of the “City of 
San Francisco” and at the end of a 3-day 
hearing returned the following findings: 
“Board of Inquiry finds that the de- 
railment of streamliner ‘City of San 
Francisco’ was solely and directly caused 
by person, or persons, unknown to this 
board, unlawfully and maliciously and 
with intent of wrecking said train, 
separating the south line of rail at a fail 
joint by placing south rail with the re- 
ceiving end toward center of track, four 
and five-eighths inches from its normal 
position, This formed a derailer which 
threw the first 14 cats of this 17-car train 
off the rail as they passed over the rail 


between train passages and in such a way 
that automatic block signals remained 
cleay to the engineer of the approaching 
train. The severity of the result was 
greatly increased by the rail opening 
being placed on the outside of a three- 
degree curve, 169 feet east of bridge 
Number Five, 120 feet in length, over 
the Humboldt river, and 33 feet above 
the river bed. The bridge was demolished 
by derailed cars, some of which fel} to 
the river bed. 

“No negligence or fault appears on the 
part of officers or employes of the South- 
ern Pacific Company.” 

Five representatives of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission attended the in- 
quiry and interrogated witnesses at great 
length, and agents of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation sat in at all sessions. 
Col. C. B. Sexton, chairman, Nevada 
State Public Service Commission, and 
George Gottschalk, inspector, Nevada 
State Police, were also present through- 
out the hearing.

Pacific Lines employes are asked to 
call attention of their traveling acquain- 
tances to this enjoyable sea-going portion 
of Southern Pacific's Sunset Route be- 
tween the Pacific Coast cities and New 
York. 

The Dixie is now docking at Pier 51, 
North River (foot of Jane Street), in- 
stead of at Pier 49. This arrangement of- 
fers greater conveniences in handling 
passengers. A ticket office and waiting 
roam on the street level at the pier en- 
trance is connected by stairs to an upper 
Jevel mezzanine leading directly to the 
steamer's promenade deck, so that pas- 
sengers are entirely separated from 
freight operations on the ground level. 
Baggage service and taxicab facilities are 
also improved.

Flood Damage On 
L.A. Division 

S the Bulletin went to press, Operating 

. Department officials announced that 
regular service had been restored on the 
morning of September 7 over the Sunset 
Route, follawing a 30-hour tie-up of 
trains due to severe washouts between 
Araz Junction and Indio on Los Angeles 
Division. 

Heavy rains which began falling at 
3 a.m. September 4 flooded four miles of 
track between Thermal and Mecca, but 
quick action by maintenance forces re- 
sulted in clearing the line that same 
evening. A second storm the morning of 
the 5th, however, resulted in serious 
washouts at a number of points between 
‘Asaz Jct. aad Indio and between Niland 
and Brawley on the Imperial Valley line. 

Westbound trains were routed from 
Yuma to El Centro, where passengers 
were transferted to buses for completion 
of their journey to Los Angeles. Passen- 
gers were transferred from castbound 
trains at Colton and Indio and taken to 
El Centro by bus, where they continued 
their trip by train. Passengers on three 
eastbound trains which had beea able to 
proceed as far as Niland were held there 
as transfer to buses was impossible be- 


cause of high water, During their en- 
forced layover every precaution was taken 
to provide them every comfort. 

Powerful bulldozers, similar to those 
which played such a vital part in reha- 
bilitating the storm-swept ines in 
southern California in March 1938, were 
pressed into service and, with every 
available extra gang and bridge gang 
rushed to the damaged areas, the line was; 
reopened at 9 a.m. on September 7. 

A storm which also struck Tucson Di- 
vision the afternoon of September 4 
caused washouts between Phoenix and 
Hacienda and service was interrupted 
from eight to ten hours.

If Government loaned 
money to everybody else, even to services competing with you, but would not Jend 
you a nickel? If, on top of this, Government operated ruinous competition with 


you?

RAIL COSTS STUDIED BY SHIPPERS 


Advisory Board Seeks Means of Helping 
Railroads to Reduce Operating Expenses 


Pi RECURAGING responses from 
western industry in answer to a re- 
quest for suggestions for ways and means 
of cooperating with railroads in an effort 
to reduce operating costs have been re- 
ceived by the committee appointed to 
study the subject by the Pacific Coast 
Transportation Advisory Board. 

The committee of shippers and con- 
signees concedes that the carriers have 
reached the limits to which they can go 
in reducing thei costs, and that without 
cooperation of shippers, further econo- 
mies will be inconsequential. At the same 
time, shippers agree that cost of railroad 
operation as a whole has to be borne by 
the shipping public and eventually by 
the consumer. Savings effected through 
cooperation of shippers and consignees 
will naturally tend: to reduce the total 
transportation bill of the nation. 

One of the principal objectives of the 
plans devised by the committee of ship- 
pers and consignees is the reduction of 
time spent in loading and unloading 
freight cars. Figures were cited to indi- 
cate that the prevailing average holding 
time on all cars for loading and unload- 
ing on the Pacific Coast is 80 hours. A 
reduction in this average of only 10 
hours, to a total of 70 hours per car 
would permit a decrease in ownership of 
30,000 cars by the nation’s railroads. If 
a reduction of 20 hours in average time 
could be effected, or to a total loading 
and unloading time of 60 hours, a de- 
creased ownership of 90,000 cars would 
be possible. 

The report states that a 60-hour re- 
duction to a total of 20 hours elapsed 
time is perhaps more than should be ex- 
pected, but, if it were possible, ownership 
could he reduced by 270,000 cars. The 
committee then projected this saving in 
car ownership on a monetary basis, With 
an estimated value of $2,500 per car, rail- 
roads of the United States would effect 


an ultimate saving in capital investment 
of $675,000,000. At 5% interest, the an- 
nual savings to the railroads on this sum 
would amount to $33,750,000. 

In connection with these estimates, 
it was stated, however, that the estimated 
average total hours cars are held by 
shippers and consignees is based upon 
localized observation in Pacific Coast in- 
dustrial centers, while the figures as to 
ownership apply to the railroads as a 
whole. 

Another segment of the shippers’ plan, 
which is described as the most definitely

practical source of increased efficiency for 
the railroads, is to increase the tonnage 
cartied in each box car. Average load 
carried in 1937 was 36.5 tons. If this 
could. be increased to 412 tons, an increase 
of only 4.5 tons, annual savings to the 
railroads would be approximately $97,- 
200,000. Items taken into consideration 
in calculating this saving are capital in- 
vestment through decreased car owner- 
ship, loaded and empty mileage, main- 
tenance, switching and kindred operating 
expenses.

Lettuce and Carrots Make Test Run 


XHAUSTIVE research into all 
phases of the problem of trans- 
porting lettuce and carrot crops by rail 
from the Salinas area to eastern markets 
is now being carried on by Southern 
Pacific and Union Pacific and their sub- 
sidiary, Pacific Fruit Express, in col- 
laboration with growers of the Salinas- 
Watsonville region and representatives 
of the U. S. Department of Agriculture. 
In a special test shipment which left 
Salinas August 18 were fifteen refrigera- 
tor cars, of which five were without ice 
bunkers, vents or phigs; five were of the 
“Giant” type with collapsible bunkers, 
and five were standard bunker type cars. 
Top and body icing were used exclu- 
sively, in line with the usual practice. 
One car of each of the three types was 
loaded at the same shed under identical 
conditions. Other cats were loaded and 
packed at different terhperatures, and still 
others were packed with different types 
of ice. 

A complete case history of the produce 
loaded in cach car was kept, including 
the type of soil and location in which it 
was grown, the kind and amount of fer- 
tilizer used and the growing conditions 


and type of seed. In addition, the ex- 
periment calls for the use of recording 
and electrical resistance thermometers in 
each car. 

The train was moved via SP, UP, 
C&NW, and Pennsylvania railroads. 
Three cars were consigned to Chicago, 
three to Philadelphia and nine to New 
York. Findings of the experiment will be 
known following arrival of cars at des- 
tinations and after all facts have been 
correlated. 

The bunkerless cars, although new in 
the movement of perishables, ate not a 
new type of refrigerator car, having been 
used for some time in the movement of 
beer. The bunkerless cars used in the ex- 
perimental shipment are ordinary bunker 
cars from which the bunkers have been 
removed and suitable reinforcing substi- 
tuted for strength. 

For the test the standard bunker cars 
were loaded with 312 crates of lettuce or 
346 crates of carrots. The bunkerless cars 
used in the test carried from 368 .to 372 
crates of lettuce, or 412 crates of carrots, 
and the “Giant” type cars with bunkers 
collapsed carried from 406 to 428 crates 
of lettuce or 453 crates of carrots. 
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the operation -of the freight yard, the 
committee stated it is apparent that one 
of the reasons why yard engines are fre- 
quently unable to operate on set schedules 
is the lack of adequate advance notice 
from shippers affording specific informa- 
tion as to (1) types of cats required, the 
destination, and routing; (2) where and 
how they are to be spotted, and (3) ap- 
proximate switching necessary to remove 
empties not needed and loads ready for 
outbound movement, and such other en- 
Sine services as may be essential to fa- 
cilitate loading and unloading. 

The following suggestions were made 
relating to this form of cooperation: first, 
and apparently of most importance, is 
that shippers accurately determine their 
needs before car and other service orders 
are placed; second, that they may wish 
to bear in mind that avoidable lost mo- 
tion in rail operation constitutes unneces- 
sary expense that ultimately reflects in 
freight bills, and third, that there is a 
problem of common ethics involved; that 
is, if railroads’ patrons can, through the 
adjustment of their shipping and receiv- 
ing programs, without appreciable sacri- 
fices on their part, eliminate or reduce 
lost motion, they may agree that the 
“Golden Rule” should be self-imposed. 

Another illustration of cooperation by 
the consignees would be the removal of 
all refuse and dunnage from the cars im- 
mediately after contents have been un- 
loaded. Based on focal observations of 
box cars on the Pacific Coast, the com- 
mittee figuted that when cars must move 
from point of release through the clean- 
ing yards before moving to the point of 
reloading, an average of 51 hours is 
consumed, whereas, if all refuse and dun- 
nage has been removed by the consignee, 
they may move direct to the point of re- 


loading within an average of 14 hours 
per car, or a saving of 37 hours, ap- 
proximately 73%. 

’ A summary of studies made by the 
committee and specific recommendations 
to shippers and consignees follows: 

1. When shippers order cars at least 
12 hours (preferably 24 hours or more) 
in adyance of requirements, the rail- 
roads are afforded an opportunity to 
effect appreciable savings in switching 
and empty car mileage. 

2. Car ownership, hence capital in- 
vestment, could be ultimately reduced 
by decreasing the loading and unload- 
ing time of freight equipment. 

3. Removal of refuse and dunnage 
from cars by consignees will result in 
a further decrease in car ownership by 
curtailing delays in restoring cars to 
service. A decrease in switching would 
also result because, through such co- 
operation, a very appreciable number 
of cars may be moved directly from the 
point of release to that of reloading. 

4. To the extent that tons per car are 
increased, there will be an appreciable 
reduction in the number of cars re- 
quired. Therefore, capital investment 
will be reduced. Empty and loaded 
mileage and ail other items of expense 
entering into the placing and move- 
ment of cars will be favorably affected. 


Operating Results 


FoR the seven months ended July 31, 
1939, Railway Operating Revenues of 
Southern Pacific Transportation System 
amounted to $118,445,090, or $8,501,- 
515 more than the revenues for the same 
period of 1938, an increase of 8%. 
During the same period Railway Oper- 
ating Expenses were $89,885,976, or

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$1,447,335 under expenses for the same 
period of 1938, a decrease of 2%. 

After deducting tax accruals of $10,- 
480,249, and net rentals for use of equip- 
ment and joint facilities totaling $6,629,- 
408, there was Jeft Net Railway Oper- 
ating Income of $11,449,457, or a gain 
of $9,799,521 compared with the net 
railway operating income for the same 
period of last year. 

Out of Net Railway Operating Income, 
and Other Income consisting of dividends 
and interest on securities owned, rentals 
and miscellaneous income, must be paid 
the interest on bonds and equipment 
trust notes in the hands of the public, and 
other fixed charges. For the six months 
ended June 30, 1939, the income from 
all sources was not sufficient to cover the 
fixed charges, and the final result was a 
Net Loss of $3,046,386, which compares 
with a net loss of $11,773,825 for the 
first six months of 1938. No dividends 
have been paid since January, 1932. The 
final results for the seven months’ period 
of 1939, not available as the Bulletin 
goes to press, will be shown next issue.

Safe PMT Drivers 
Given Awards 


Gate driving has become a cardinal 
principle among Pacific Motor Truck- 
ing Company drivers in the Los Angeles 
District. 

This statement is no implication that 
PMT drivers elsewhere are careless, for 
the Company's truck drivers everywhere 
on Pacific Lines have, on the average, re- 
markably fine safety records. 

But in the Los Angeles District the 
drivers compete for recognition in a 
campaign that defines an accident in the 
most rigid possible manner. A scratch on 
a fender, a broken rear view mirror, 
broken glass in a tail light, or a simple 
bump of bumpers, will break a driver's 
“no-nccident” record, if the investigating 
committee decides he could have avoided 
the mishap. 

Even under this very strict ruling, 38 
drivers in the Los Angeles District have 
attained 1000 hours or more without an 
accident of any kind. Sixteen of those 
drivers have 2000 hours of more to their 
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RAILS VITAL IN NATIONAL DEFENSE 


Mass Mobilization Dependent on Railroads 
and Trains, Col. Henry Tells L. A. Group 


F this nation is again called on to 

meet a great national emergency, we 
will no doubt need all of our resources, 
but we will need nothing more than we 
will need the railroads and the trains 
which alone will make possible the mass 
mobilization and the use of our man- 
power and our material strength.” 

This was the declaration made by Col. 
Robert §. Henry, assistant to the presi- 
dent, Association of American Railroads, 
in an address before the Los Angeles 
Transportation Club on August 28. 

Approximately 200 railroad and other 
traffic men attended the meeting with 
George J. Blech, general freight agent 
for Southern Pacific, acting as chairman 
of the day. 

In his tatk, Col. Henry, in Los Angeles 
on a business trip from Washington, 
D.C, also sai 

“Transportation is more than the 
mere movement of a vehicle. There must 
be a way on which the vehicle can move 
a railway, a waterway, a highway or 
an airway. To provide these ways and 
to maintain them costs somebody money. 


“In futile attempts to create so-called 
‘cheap transportation,’ regardiess of how 
much it costs somebody, we have under- 
taken to lift this cost from those who 
use the service and to load it upon the 
taxpayers. The result may look-like cheap 
transportation, but it is not. It is trans- 
portation of the most expensive sort. 

“Tt is sometimes said that these sub- 
sidies to commercial users of airways, 
waterways and highways are justified be- 
cause airways, highways and waterways 
are necessary for national defense. 

“ff national defense is a proper justi- 
fication for having the taxpayers meet a 
large part of the cost of commercial 
transportation by other means, the same 
thing should be true of the railroads. 
But that it not what the railroads ask. 
They ask no more than an even chance. 
They are willing to meet their full costs, 
but belicve that other forms of trans- 
portation also. should meet their full 
costs. They believe that regulation of all 
should be equal in degtee and scope and 
should be administered by the same 
public body or bodies.”

National Guard Rides With Sp. 


practical, experience in the handling of 

troops and military accouterment was af- 
forded Southern Pacific during July and 
August by the annual training camp of the 
California National Guard at Goldtree, just 
north of San Luis Obispo. 

Six thousand troops and officers were traas- 
ported to the training camp this year, most of 
them by train. Artillery regiments are motor- 
ized and operate to and from camp by their own 
power. Infantry regiments originated at Los 
Angeles, San Bernardino, Visalia, Fresno, Han- 
ford, San Francisco, Oakland, Berkeley, Eureka, 
Chico, Sacramento, and picked up additional 
troops at intermediate stations. 

Eleven extra trains, including 200 coaches 
and baggage cars, were required to handie the 
guardsmen in each direction, and numerous 
small parties were moved in regular train 
service. 

This year marked the twelfth anniversary of 
the camp at Goldtree. The training period com- 
menced July 15 and ended August 12, and was 
divided in two parts. Troops from the southern 
district of the state were in camp to July 29, 


followed immediately by those from the 
northern district. 

Precision is the keynote in handling the trans- 
portation end of the annual National Guard 
movement, and several years of experience has 
developed this to a high degree of efficiency on 
the part of Southern Pacific, 

The training camp is located a mile to the 
west of Goldtree station where SP has built a 
ground platform to facilitate rapid loading and 
unloading. Trains arrive and depart at half 
hour intervals, which has been found sufficient 
to handle a train Joad of troops and the con- 
tents of the accompanying baggage cars. The 
train is stopped so that baggage cars are spotted 
directly opposite the waiting trucks of the 
National Guard, and the unloading of the cars 
proceeds with efficiency and no lost motion. 
The outhound movement is handled with equal 
speed and exactness. 

Superintendent Jj. J. Jordan and his staff of 
operating men join with the traffic representa- 
tives under supervision of General Passenger 
Agent F. C. Lathrop in assuring that there is no 
hitch in the railroad’s end of the program.

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MODEL CABOOSE IS WORK OF ART 


UST when it began to look as though 
J everybody and his brother had turned 
to locomotives as a model building 
hobby, along comes Jack Fesco, locomo- 
tive fireman on the Los Angeles Division, 
to introduce a new angle to this iacreas- 
ingly popular pastime. Unlike thousands 
of his contemporaries, Fesco went to the 
opposite end of the train for inspiration 
and the result is a model caboose that has 
been acclaimed by critics as a marvel of 
mechanical perfection. 

Construction of the model was started 
in 1934 and required 44 years, or about 
4850 hours of work, to complete. Made 
of aluminum, brass and stainless stcel 
and built according to blue print specifi- 
cations, it is an exact replica of one of 
Southern Pacific’s ail-steel cabooses. Built 
on a 34-inch scale, it is 30 inches long, 
7, inches wide, 11 inches high and 
weighs 30 pounds. It is entirely hand 
made, except for its wheels, journals and 
marker lamps which were turned out on 
a lathe. No castings were used. 

It features working parts which oper- 
ate similar to those of its prototype, in- 
cluding automatic couplers, draft gear, 
hand brakes, Bettendorf Dalman type 
trucks with working coil springs under 
bolster and side roller bearings, journal 
boxes with real brasses for bearings, ete. 
Even the journal box doors and tool box 
door open and the cupola windows slide 
open and shut. Trucks and automatic 
couplers were cut from brass, and one 
month's work was required to produce a 
finished coupler, 

A peck through one of the tiny glass 
windows discloses a completely furnished 
interior, with desks, benches with 
cushions, lockers, grab irons and steps 
leading into the cupola, cupola seats, 
washing water tank, drinking water tank 
with valves, sink, stove and lights. 
Marker lamps actually light and glow 
through red and green lenses. 

Three thousand minute rivets and

1000 screws fasten the parts in place and 
the model is so constructed that it can be 
completely dismantled very quickly. 

Among authorities who have thor- 
oughly examined the caboose and pro- 
claimed it perfect in every intricate detail 
are C, F. Donnatin, assistant general 
manager; ©. B. Schoenky, sup’t of mo- 
tive power, L. A.; G. E. Donnatin, 
terminal sup't, L. A.; H. A. Culp, retired 
ass't sup’t; and F. P, McDonald, master 
mechanic. E 

Fesco entered service as an engine 
watchman in May 1923, later became 
hostler helper, then fireman. “Some folks 
may think it strange for an engineman to 
go in for caboose building, but it was 
principally 2 matter of economy,” Fesco 
explained. “I really wanted to build a 
4300 mountain type engine operating by 
steam—and still have hopes of doing so 
some day—but when I found out how ex- 
pensive that would be I decided to ‘start 
at the bottom and work my way up’ as it 
were. The caboose cost me about $50.” 


Perfect in every detail, and an exact replica 
of SP all-steel cabooses, even to tiny in- 
terior furnishings, this 30-inch model is a 
tribute to the skill and patience of Fireman 
Jack Fesco, Los Angeles Division. 


Birthday of American Locomotive 


AST month American railroads ob- 
4 served a dramatic and important 
anniversary. Just 110 years ago on 
August 8, a locomotive ran on a track 
for the first time in the Western Hemi- 
sphere. 

On that day in 1829, a strange sound 
echoed through a forest in Northeastern 
Pennsylvania. From a clump of trees 
emerged a large monster, belching great 
clouds of smoke. Although a fierce- 
looking lion's head in glaring red paint 
was on the front, the thing resembled a 
giant grasshopper more than the King 
of Beasts (picture left), It had four 
wheels and a round, horizontal boiler. At 
the back of the latter were two vertical 
cylinders. Overhead walking-beams, con- 
nected to the cylinders by a rad, drove 
the wheels. The mechanical animal clat- 
tered over a road of badly twisted and 
warped hemlock raifs. 

This was the Stourbridge Lion, 2 loco- 
motive brought from England. Horatio 
Allen, a young and enterprising engineer 
of the Delaware and Hudson Canal Com- 
pany, was at the throttle. He was run- 
ning the engine on a trial trip. It was the 
first steam locomotive to turn a wheel in 
America, and was the first one he had 
ever driven. 

Before an excited, cheering crowd, the 
Lion \eft Honesdale, Pa., early that 
morning and made a daring run of a mile 
and a half away. The,boiler did not ex- 
plode; the hemlock rails did not give 
way; the speeding mechanical animal did 
not jump the track; nor did its weight 
collapse a wooden trestle, as skeptics had 
predicted. . . 

It-was a great day for Alen. His loco: 
motive proved it could ‘tun under its own

power. Steam transportation had come to 
America, and was soon to remake the map 
of the country. Great inland cities were 
to spring up and prosper. The era of rail- 
toads had begun. 

“Since those pioneer days of a fittle 
more than a century ago,” comments the 
San Rafael, Calif., Independent, “the 1o- 
comotive has thundered down the years. 
And the country has thundered along 
with it. Out of the humble Stozrbridge 
Lion in whose future only a few zealots 
had faith, has come a gigantic industry, 
with which our economic ‘destiny is in- 
extricably related. It gives jobs to hun- 
dreds of thousands of workers directly, 
and to millions indirectly in those other 
industries which depend on the railroads 
for all or part of their business. It repre- 
sents the invested capital of hundreds of 
thousands of people, most of them of 
stall means, and of thousands of such 
institutions as banks, universities, insur- 
ance companies and charitable organiza- 
tions. It spends more than a billion a year 
for the supplies it needs to keep going, 
and this money is distributed in every 
state, and finds its way into the little ham- 
lets as well.as the great cities. It is one of 
the largest of the nation's taxpayers, and 
many a county and school district gets the 
bulk of its revenue from railroads in its 
territory. 

“Furthermore, fast, low-cost, certain

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RAILROADING FOR THE CUSTOMER 


How to Make Friends and Influence Shippers 
and Travelers, Subject of Employe Meeting 


[STANCES of good, bad .and indif- 
ferent services to the railroad’s travel- 
ing and shipping customers came up for 
careful sccutiny at a “Better Relations” 
meeting August 28 in the Tea Room at 
the General Office held under sponsor- 
ship of Superintendent J, J. Jordan, 
Coast Division, 

About 125 employes, representing 
various departments on the division and 
ia the San Francisco traffic offices, were 
in the audience to hear the several talks 
that emphasized the importance of cour- 
teous and friendly dealings with those 
who buy transportation from SP. 

Many were the words of practical ad- 
vice on methods of approach across the 
counter and over the telephone, and many 
were the words of commendation for the 
fine work constantly being done by SP 
salesmen and saleswomen in making 
friends for the railroad and in influencing 
customers to come to us repeatedly for 
their transportation needs. 

But the discussion was by no means 
entirely of the pat-on-the-back nature. 
Notable in this respect was the incident 
cited by District Freight Agent C. M. 
Biggs of a conductor whose blunt and 
unfriendly remark to a passenger cost the 
Company $2,301 in freight revenue. The 
offended passenger happened also to be 


a big shipper. He immediately gave SP 
an adverse routing on 400 cars, and 17 
of the cars were lost before the freight 
trafic salemen could pacify the gentle- 
man and win back his business on the 
remaining 383 cats. 

Superintendent Jordan declared that 
more instances of outstanding courteous 
service among employes on his division, 
particularly those in train service, were 
being brought to his attention now than 
ever before. He cited the recent han- 
dling of the California National Guard 
to and from annual encampment as 100% 
perfect from an operating and public 
goodwill standpoint. 

The importance of proper use of the 
telephone was effectively presented by A. 
G. Schermerhorn, of the Pacific Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Co., a subject that 
was also demonstrated in the AAR slide 
film, “And Friendliness, Too.” 

“We don’t sell courtesy, we give it 
away with a smile,” said General Passen- 
ger Agent F, C, Lathrop in pointing out 
that courtesy over the telephone and in 
writing must be guarded more carefully 
han where the customer is met face to 
face. District Passenger Agent T. L. 
Chess urged the passenger men to realize 
that through their many contacts they 
have greater opportunity to establish and 
hold friendly relations with the public 
than possibly any other group of em- 
ployes. General Freight Agent D. J. 
McGanney and Ass't to Vice President 
C. E. Peterson both emphasized the im- 
portance of a railroader knowing his 
job and his subject thoroughly as a 
primaty requisite in delivering the ef- 
ficient type of service that will win 
friends. 

Ass’t to President K. C. Ingram em- 
phasized the competition being faced by 
the railroad from carriers on the high- 
ways and declared that one of the 
principal results of the effort made to
